(b) If you are age 50 or over, retired, not in practice or not an active member, 
you are no longer eligible. 

CLASS Ill New Members 

(a) If you are in active practice and are an active member of the Chicago Dental 
Society, you can make application within 60 days of your membership date and you 
will be accepted if you are under age 50 for the All Star Hospital Policy alone or 
jaintly with the Catastrophe Hospital and Nurse coverage. If you delay and make 
application after 60 days of your membership date you will be subject to Company 
acceptance. Likewise, if you apply for the All Star Hospital Policy alone, the Catas- 
trophe coverage will be subject to Company acceptance, should you decide to add 
it at a later date. 

(b) If you are age 50 or over you are not eligible.

carried a statement to the effect that 
the Health Resources Advisory 
Committee to the Office of Defense Mo- 
bilization had decided that, “In the event 
of an atomic disaster, dentists would be 
required to man the first aid stations.” 

The T.V. program “Medic” in its 
presentation on last February 14th, de- 
picted an atomic attack upon a large 
American city. The number of casualties 
were shown to be appalling. Due to the 
shortage of medical help, a dentist was 
shown assisting a surgeon at a treatment 
center. The surgeon was doing an opera- 
tion on one case when another emer- 
gency requiring immediate attention was 
brought in. The surgeon turned to the 
dentist and said, “Sew this one up while 
I get at the next one.” The dentist said 
he had never done it before. The surgeon 
replied that he would have to do a lot 
more things he had never done before by 
the time this night was over. 

The Department of Defense, the medi- 
cal profession, your neighbors, and per- 
haps even your immediate family will 
expect you to help them if a disaster 
occurs. How well are you prepared to 
meet it? 


IT 1949, the A.D.A. NEWS LETTER

Before you can answer that latter ques- 
tion, you must ask yourself what the 
most likely casualties will be. There 
appears to be some variation of opinion 
in this regard, but, generally, they are 
considered to be as follows: 


1. Burns 
2. Wounds 
3. Shock 


4- Radiation injury 

(Abortions are also listed by some 
planners as a contemplated major cas- 
ualty problem. ) 

Knowing what casualties you may be 
most expected to treat, and realizing that 
you are not adequately qualified, the 
final question is: What is the best, sim- 
plest means of becoming qualified to 
meet your responsibilities in the event of 
an atomic disaster? 

Right here is where, to my mind, the 
damper can best be put on any inten- 
tions you as an individual, or your society 
as a group, may have to qualify your- 
selves to properly fulfill your defined role. 
I can tell you that there are books on 
this, booklets on that and innumerable 
courses on both, that you better get hot 
and start tomorrow. That appears to be 
the usual approach. It may also be the 
main reason why dentists throughout the 
country are as inadequately prepared to 
man first aid stations, as they were when 
that responsibility was first stated back 
in 1949. Let us be practical and face the 
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situation as it really exists. 

You as a dentist are busy making a 
living. After spending a full day next to 
a dental chair you are not interested in 
worming your way at random through a 
stack of books and pamphlets. Especially 
not for the sake of getting all the details 
on subjects really foreign to your primary 
interests. The whole thing will appear 
endless and you will wind up by depend- 
ing upon Jack to do it. Unfortunately, 
all the Jacks feel about the same, and 
the individual preparation of the dentist 
for his role in civil defense is stymied. 

It does not necessarily follow that you 
as a dentist are not as good an American 
as your neighbor and want to shirk your 
responsibilities. I think you first need 
something concrete to work on. A defi- 
nite procedure for qualifying yourselves, 
and one which is practicable and has an 
attainable end. Therefore, we should en- 
deavor to outline something definite in 
that regard, and preferably something 
in step form so you can measure your 
progress. 

The primary subjects in which you 
should have basic training, in the se- 
quence of their priority, are as follows: 

(1) First Aid. 

(2) Radiological safety measures. 

(3) I. V. injections. 

(4) Assist operations. 

(5) Field anesthesia. 

The first and foremost thing to learn 
is First Aid, for that is the one specific 
task that you have been assigned. The 
fact is, if every dentist in the country 
became qualified in First Aid, our pro- 
fession could never be open to very much 
criticism regarding the meeting of its 
responsibilities in the event of an atomic 
disaster. 

First Aid includes the emergency treat- 
ment of burns, wounds and shock. Also, 
the treatment of other common injuries, 
the use of artificial respiration and the 
proper transportation of the injured. 
Now you can get group training in First 
Aid in several ways. For example, you 
can list the subjects to be covered and 
engage various personages to provide the 
instruction in each. However, the 
amount you learn will depend too greatly 


upon the interest and abilities of the in- 
structors you select. You can also obtain 
some First Aid books and endeavor to 
dig it out yourself. Please believe me 
when I tell you that experience has 
taught me that those are not the ways 
to go about it. There is one simple and 
best way and that is to enlist the aid of 
the Red Cross. For over forty years the 
Red Cross has been teaching First Aid. 
They have learned more about teaching 
that subject over the years than any 
other group in the nation, and they apply 
what they have learned. Every qualified 
Red Cross First Aid Instructor must first 
of all be a teacher, and I know you 
realize that to be even more important 
than the subject material offered. 

It so happened, that I was serving as 
Executive Officer of the Naval Dental 
School, when the statement regarding 
the dentist role in an atomic disaster 
was published. It appeared advisable to 
immediately include a course in First Aid 
in the curriculum of the school. That 
was done and various medical men were 
engaged to teach each of the subjects 
listed. The results were entirely unsatis- 
factory, because the instruction was so 
broad and unspecific as to be of limited 
practical value. I then learned that the 
Surgeon General of the Navy during 
World War II, Vice-Admiral Ross T. 
McIntire, insisted that all medical and 
dental officers serving in the Washington 
area during that period take the Red 
Cross First Aid Course, and become a 
Red Cross card carrier. I turned to the 
Red Cross, and they in turn were most 
cooperative in starting and following 
through on a program. 

The first dental officers assigned to a 
regular First Aid Course resented it, for, 
as they put it, they didn’t think that they 
as professional men should be assigned 
to a course with washerwomen. They 
had a point, so arrangements were made 
for a certain number of the best teachers 
on the faculty to take the Red Cross In- 
structor’s Course and become qualified 
Red Cross Instructors. Following that, 
all postgraduate students were required 
to take the Red Cross First Aid Course, 
and a certain number were further re- 
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they could assist in similar programs at 
other activities to which they might be 
assigned. Realizing that there would still 
be naval activities, without qualified 
naval instructors, desiring to present first 
aid training for dental officers, the as- 
sistance of the Red Cross was again 
solicited. Through their splendid coop- 
eration arrangements were made for spe- 
cial abbreviated courses to be given by 
Red Cross Instructors. By making proper 
allowance for a dental officer’s under- 
graduate training, the Red Cross agreed 
to reduce the combined Standard, Ad- 
vanced and Instructor’s Course from a 
total of 45 hours to 30 hours and still 
issue the First Aid Instructor’s Certifi- 
cate to all who passed the course. I feel 
sure that the Red Cross will do the same 
for this Society. Perhaps a proportion- 
ate reduction in the Standard Course 
alone, or combined Standard and Ad- 
vanced Course can be arranged if you so 
desire. The Red Cross civil defense sup- 
plement should be added to whatever 
Red Cross training program is provided. 
I highly recommend that, as your first 
step, you prevail upon the Red Cross to 
provide instructors for the. group in- 
struction of your members. Contact your 
local Red Cross headquarters and I am 
sure you will find them most willing to 
cooperate. They will, I believe, agree to 
provide the necessary instructors at hours 
most convenient to you, if you as a group 
display the proper interest. Red Cross 
regulations require that classes be limited 
to about 25 per instructor, so it may be 
necessary to provide instruction for 
groups not exceeding that number. Ap- 
point a member or committee to make 
the necessary arrangements for your in- 
struction. Set the objective of having this 
dental society as being the first with 100 
per cent of its membership qualified in 
First Aid, and you will really have the 
show on the road. By the way, the Red 
Cross makes no charge for its services. 
We will continue to hope that there 
will never be an atomic disaster. Even 
if there is not, your First Aid training 
can be invaluable to you. For example, 
you will be qualified to help the victims 


quired to become qualified instructors, soof car or other accidents, which again, 


may be members of your own family. 
Many dentists think they know First Aid 
and need no instruction. This is gen- 
erally untrue. The dental officers at 
Bethesda felt, after completing the First 
Aid Course, which they absorbed so 
readily, that they had known First Aid 
all the time. However, the next class was 
given an examination prior to taking the 
course and not one of them obtained a 
passing mark. 

After taking the First Aid Course, pro- 
ceed with the second step. That is to 
provide for instruction in items 2, 3, 4 
and 5, namely: Radiological Safety 
Measures, I.V. Injections, Assist Opera- 
tions, and Field Anesthesia. A_ basic 
knowledge should be acquired in these 
subjects, so you can more than fulfill 
your primary duty in the event of a dis- 
aster. Look to your local university or 
medical cohorts to help you in this re- 
gard. Certain booklets published by the 
Government Printing Office will also be 
helpful. A list of such booklets, texts and 
articles, and an outline of lectures and 
demonstrations for dentists have been 
published by Dr. Russell Bunting, Dental 
Consultant, Health and Special Weap- 
ons Defense Division, Federal Civil De- 
fense Agency. Mimeographed copies 
have been made of Dr. Bunting’s mate- 
rial. This, along with a limited number 
of an Atomic, Biological and Chemical 
Warfare Pocket Reference Card, is being 
furnished for distribution to the members 
of your Society. Also, the assistance of - 
the Armed Forces and other Government 
agencies should be solicited toward the 
providing of films on specific subjects. 
In addition, certain valuable training 
aids such as the artificial arm and blood 
typing block developed by Captain Niira- 
nen of the Navy, will helpful. This 
second step can be simplified to the 
greatest possible extent by engaging a 
competent professor at a university, to 
outline the minimum coverage require- 
ments which will assure your being able 
to fulfill your duties in the event of a 
disaster. Ask that he keep the require- 
ments within practicable bounds.

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THE DENTIST’S ROLE IN AN 
ATOMIC DISASTER

Your third and final step is to request 
the officers of your Society to determine 
the civil defense set-up in your city and 
find out what role you as dentists have 
been assigned. They will need you and 
want you if a disaster occurs, so endeavor 
to get your role outlined in advance. Do 
not assume more responsibility than you 
can possibly handle, but prepare your- 
selves to handle what you accept. 


IMPORTANT. NOTICE 


Your most serious attention is directed 
to a bill pending in the legislature in 
Springfield—House Bill 1118—designed 
to license and regulate persons engaged 
in the business of manufacturing, con- 
structing, supplying, repairing, replacing 
and reproducing removable prosthetic 
denture appliances directly for the user 
or wearer. 

In other words this proposed Bill would 
allow laboratory technicians to make den- 
tures directly for the public. The proposed 
Act would set them up as Public Den- 
turists—a new name for an old and 
hitherto illegal menace to the public 
health and welfare of the public. The 
Act would enable the Public Denturists 
to perform the above acts for the 
user or wearer without the necessity of a 


prescription or order of any person li- 
censed to practice medicine or to practice 
dentistry. The Public Denturists would 
be licensed by the Department of Regis- 
tration and Education and, at the begin- 
ning, would take in those individuals who 
had been carrying on this sort of business 
for at least two years. For those wishing 
to enter the business later on examina- 
tions would be arranged for which either 
a four year apprenticeship or a combina- 
tion of two years of apprenticeship plus 
two years of training in a trade school or 
college would be required. 

Your Society and the State Society have 
taken prompt and vigorous steps to com- 
bat this legislation which would be ex- 
tremely harmful to the health of the 
public and to the practice of dentistry. 
Each and every member is urged to tell 
his Representatives in Springfield exactly 
what havoc such an Act would bring 
about. If you don’t know who your Rep- 
resentative is call the Society office, RAn- 
dolph 6-4076 and find out. Then spend 
a few minutes to protect yourself, your 
patients and the people of our State.
